It was from 
a b!ood-thir*ty spirit of revenge, which the 
Death Penalty fosters and perpetuates. 


The object of all penal law*, U not revenge 


—for " vengeance is mine and I will repay, 
laitb the Lord "—but protection to Society.— 
Society ha* only those right* which are accord- 
ed to it by the people, and the sum of its rights 
is only the aggregate of alt the right* of the in- 
dividual* comprising it. If any individual may 
riglitfuity take the life of a murderer, who is 
belpless and bound, on hi* own responsibility, 
society may take it, and if not, not. Yet, if we 
were to kill a man in such a condition, though 
be had slain our nearest friend, or attempted 
our own life, all would pronounce us a murder- 
er. A njan.who attempts to take our life and 
failt. is a murderer, and more guilty, it may be, 
than another who actually takes life, and yet 
Society cannot puuinh him with death, because 
it I'Uuiahe* acts and not motives. 
Society then 


don* not and can not graduute punishment by 
actual or ascertained guilt, but by actual results, 
by positive acts. And it Joes tbis for the pur- 
pone of protecting men's right to life, liberty and 
property. 


Is the Death Pcualry necessary for the pro- 


tection of life, for the prevention of crime, 
and do the best interests of society demand its 
restoration ^
